the music hall abroad is the possibility, of 
smoking in the auditorium, and although 
this may appear to be a small matter, there 
can be no doubt whatever that the permission 
to indulge in tobacco while witnessing the 
performance has a great influence in draw- 
ing all sorts and conditions of people to the 
music hall. 

In the case of the Gaiety the management 
has not thought it advisable—for the present, 

t least—to introduce any such novelty into 
Chicago. But a step has been made in the 
right direction by building a lounging-room 
directly behind the. first balcony in such a 
way that it is possible to court Lady Nicotine 
and keep an eye upon the performance at 
the same time. 

The accompanying sketch of the new house 
will show at once that the general plan of 
construction differs considerably from that 
of the other theaters in Chicago. The bal- 
cony, and not the parquette, will be the most 
expensive part of the house, and in 
the front row there will bea line of partitions 
right around the circle, giving the effect of 
private boxes, without obstructing the view 
from behind. 

What is generally termed the parquette 
will correspond more nearly to the pit” 
of an English theater, except that the seats 
will be reserved and much more comfort- 
able than is the custom in the regular pit of 
a London theater. 

Altogether, the seating capacity of the 
theater will be 1,000, and after a careful in- 
spection of the building it appears that every 
person in that thousand will have a good 
view of the stage, and that is an item of con- 
siderable importance. Not only are the seats 
well arranged from a spectacular point of 
view, but they are set so far apart as to al- 
low far more ease than is possible in any of 
our other theaters. So that, as far as the 
auditorium goes, there is little omitted 
which could be desired. 

The stage itself appeared to be rather 
small for comic opera, but it is not easy to 
judge of space when it is filled with scaf- 
folding. 

It remains to be seen how far the manage- 
ment will be able to attract the public by 
the nature of the productions. With such 
a comfortable house there seems to be no 
reason why the undertaking should not be 
successful if it is run on sufficiently pro- 
gressive lines. If itis merely to be an adal- 
tion to the already swollen list of vaude- 
ville houses it cannot hope for much sup- 
port; but there is a chance of starting a new 
and popular kind of entertainment which a 
little enterprise might carry through to 
successful issue.

against buttons with vulgar 

frequently running into the obscene, which 
have been making their way into the public 
schools recently, and the Civic Federation 
is to be asked to codperate in the prosecution 
of those responsible for their dissemination 
among thé young pupils. 

Two days ago Miss Lina Troendle, princi- 
pal of the Agaasiz School, Seminary and Di- 
versey avemues, witnessed an incident which 
left no doubt in her mind as to the extremely 
pernicious effect these buttons are having 
on the minds of the scholars, and yesterday 
she a communication to the sever- 
al teachers of the school calling their at- 
temtion to the matter and requesting them 
to ask the pupils not to wear these buttons 
in the future. It this injunction is not 
obeyed sterner methods will be resorted to, 
for it has been decided the objectionable 
buttons must go. 


Awake to the Danger. 

The principals other schools have also 
awakened to th ger involved in the 
matter, and a coricerted effort will be made, 
led by the Civic Federation, to stamp out 
the obnoxious pest and to bring to punish- 
ment those responsible for its circulation. 

The buttons come with cigarets, and in 
this conmection Miss Troendle has secured 
the names and addresses of ever a dozen 
shopkeepers in Diversey, Lincoln, South- 
port, and Racine avenues, in the vicinity of 
the school, who have been selling cigarets 
to the scholars. She has positive evidence 
of their guilt and has communicated with 
the Civic Federation and J. W. Er of the 
School Board with the view of instituting 
proceedings against them. 

Miss Troendle says the sale of cigarets to 
the pupils has been steadily increasing and 
that the evil has grown to most serious pro- 
Portions, Any of the scholars can obtain 
them, and to meet the limited proportions of 
their purses packages are broken and a 
penny’s worth may be purchased from any 
of the dealers. 


Habit Has a Hold on Them. 


“ So much has the habit grown on some of 
the children,“ she said, that I actually 
discovered a boy 11 years old smoking a 
cigaret in my office the other day. His de- 
sire to smoke was so great that he could not 
resist the temptation to smoke even there. 
There can be no doubt as to the bad effect 
which it is having upon the children. It has 
become apparent to me in their appearance 
and actions, until at length I determined to 
see if something could not be done to puta 
stop to it. Accordingly a few days ago I 
sent several small boys to a number of places 
where cigarets were said to be sold to the 
scholars, and, without exception, they suc- 
ceeded in purchasing them. I have their 
names and addresses, and I have communi- 
cated with the Civic Federation as well as 
with J. W. Errant of the School Board with 
the view of prosecuting them. The evidence 
is positive, and I hope the matter will be 
vigorously pushed. 

Takes Action Against Buttons. 


“As to the buttons, I have only taken 
action against the more objectionable ones. 
I care nothing about those with some harm- 
less if slangy inscription upon them, but 
the others I am persuaded are having a 
most pernicious effect upon the scholars, 
I have heard that buttons of this character 
were being worn by the children, but it is 
only recently that I have learned to what 
extent. Girls as well as boys have been 
wearing them, and many of them are posi- 
tively indecent. If any doubt remained as 
to the effect they are having on the schol- 
ars it was dissipated by an incident which 
came. under my notice the other day. it 
startled me and left no doubt in my mind 
as to my duty in thematter.. The people who 
are responsible for circulating them should 
be punished if possible, for the evil they 
are working is great. 

Other teachers are being aroused to this 
evil, for it is not confined to the Agassiz 
School, nor, for that matter, is the evil of 
cigaret smoking. The welfare of the chil- 
dren calls for some decisive action in the 
matter, and I trust it will be pushed vig- 
orously forward.“ 


PARENTS IN LANSING ARE ALARMED. 


Canvass of the Schools Shows Many of 
the Pupils Smoke Cigarets. 

Lansing, Mich., Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—Lans- 
ing parents are considerably agitated over 
recent disclosures as to the extent tebacco is 
used by public school pupils. Some time ago 
Supt. Laird and Truant Officer Cook com- 
menced a systematic canvass of the schools 
to find the boys who were using tobacco. All 
the suspected boys were interviewed and, if 
necessary, searched. In many instances to- 
bacco was found and confiscated. 

Whenever possible the boy was induced to 
confess where his tobacco was obtained, and 
the dealer was put on a list for reference. It 
is proposed to arrest every dealer whom the 
truant officer believes he can convict of the 
offense of selling tobacco to minors. Under 
the statutes it is unlawful to sell tobacco in 
any form to a child under the age of 17 years, 
unless upon the presentation of a written 
order from the parent or guardian of the 
child. 

Thus far two arrests have been made, and 
more will follow. The habit has taken a 
firm hold on many boys, some of them even 
going to the extreme of forging their parents’ 
names to orders so as to procure the weed. 

Supt. Laird stated today that the preva- 
lence of the tobacco habit in the school was 
becoming alarming. Bright boys, he said, 
were being ruined in health and mind by 
cigarets. He declared he knew of instances 
where boys, naturally bright, had become 
stupid and indolent to such an extent they 
could not Keep up in their studies, and their 
falling off in mental ability he believes can 
be directly traced to cigarets. 

One surprising thing revealed by the inves- 
tigation is that there are a number of boys 
under 16 years who habitually use tobacco, 
but do so with the consent of their parents, 
who furnish them with their regular allow- 
ance of the weed. 

The ministers of the city purpose to takea 
hand in pushing the crusade. The Rev. F. 
L. Thompson of the Central Methodist 
Church is especially interested; as he has 
discovered that the cigaret habit has taken 
a hold on a number of members of his Sun- 
day-school. He and other pastors of the 
city will discuss the situation from their 
pulpits. 

Supt. Laird and Truant Officer Cook are 
still pursuing their investigations, and are 
daily finding new victims of the tobacco 
habit in the schools. Thus far evidence has 
been secured against six dealers, although 
but two arrests have been made. John J. 
Collins and Charles Vores, the accused, will 
be tried next week. 


GIRLS IN CANTON FORM A LEAGUE. 


Its Object Is to Break Up Cigaret Smok- 
ing Among the Boys. 

Canton, O., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—The girls 
of the high school last year organized an 
anti-cigaret league, the object, of which 
was to break up cigaret smoking among 
their boy acquaintances. They pledged 
themselves to have nothing to do with boys 
who smoke cigarets. They hold weekly 
meetings of a social character. At the last 
meeting boys were admitted to membership 
by signing a pledge not to smoke. Four or 
five joined. e girls are discussing plans 
for organizing auxiliaries in ether cities.

COMMISSION GETS DOWN 70 BUSINESS 


Case of Schooner Caroline Comes Up 
Before the Bering Sea 
Tribunal, 


Victoria, B. C., Dec. 8.—The preliminaries 
having been well settled, the Bering Sea 
Claims committee got down to business yes- 
terday.. , 

When the actual trial of the claims began 
with th@ case of the-schoo).<r Caroline, Mr. 
Peters, senior counsel for the British, opened 
by reading the pleadings set forth in the 
claim already filed. The pleadings state 
that the schooner is a British vessel regis- 
tered at Victoria; that she sailed hence May 
20, 1886, to Bering Sea. 

The schooner was seized Aug. 1 in Bering 
Sea by the United States revenue-cutter 
Corwin, towed to Ounalaska, and con- 
demned by the United States District Court 
at Sitka on a charge of violating the 
laws of the United States relating to 
seal fishing; that she was detained under 
such condemnation until after December, 
1896, when her return was offered, but re- 
fused on the ground that the vessel had been 
practically wrecked in the meantime. By 
reason of the loss arising out of this il- 
legal seizure $30,000 is asked and interest at 
7 per cent per annum. 

Mr. Peters said for the meantime he would 
not deal with personal claims. He then 
proceeded to read the reply of the United 
States, claiming that the vessel was at the 
time of the seizure wholly or in part owned 

“by United States citizens, and that in any 
case the damages claimed were excessive. 

The British answer to this was that the 
Paris tribunal had already decided as to 
the finding of fact that the vessel was British 
and that all the pressent commission had to 
do was to decide the amount of eompense- 
tion to be paid. 

The British claim was that the schooner 
was of British registration at the time of 
the seizure and that wasalready admitted. 

Mr. Peters then laid before the commission 
the diplomatic correspondence relating to 
the claim and quoted from official docu- 
ments evidence as to the seizure given on be- 
half of the United States at the United States 
court in Alaska. 

Mr. Dickinson for the United States ob- 
jected that it was not necessary to show 
that, for the Paris tribunal had already de- 
cided that if the Caroline was a British ves- 
sel she was illegally seized. If the vessel 
was proved to be British, then the question 
of compensation was all that remained to 
be settled. Mr. Peters replied that he con- 
sidered the evidence he had quoted had a 
direct bearing on the matter of compensa- 
tion and that it was quite proper for him 
to show by the evidence accepted by the 
United States courts how the vessel had 
been condemned. 

Justice Putnam asked if Mr. Peters did 
not think he was opening rather a wide door 
by quoting what was recorded in, the 
previous trial for determining what was now 
before the present commission. 

Mr. Peters in reply maintained that really 
the case now in hand was a part of the same 
action.

Her 
death was almost painless, but with a rapid- 
ity that is incomprehensible. Dr. ‘McClure 
thinks that in three minutes after the injec- 
tion she was Everything was done to 
restore life, but to no purpose. 


The consternation at the bedside of the 


dead girl spread over town with lightning 
rapidity. Physicians were unable to explain 
the matter, but united in condemning the 
anti-toxin treatment. 


Dr. MeClare’s Statement. 


„Dr. McClure was seen by Tun TRIBUNE 
correspondent today. He is terribly affected 
by the tragedy. He gave out the following 
= Boe statement: 

“I saw Mise Florence Beckwith az 
o’clock on the morning of Dec. 2. I diag- 
nosed her case diphtheria, with indications 
of a violent attack. She had been ailing 
some the day before, with headache, but in 
the evening the family examined and found 
no throat trouble I conferred with Dr. 
GeeseRa,,who had injected anti-toxin in sev- 
eral cases without any untoward symptoms 
and most favorable results. I concluded 
that if he confirmed my diagnosis we would 
use anti-toxin. At 9:30 o’clock we used 2,000 
units from the most reliable house in the 
United States. The technique of the opera- 
tion was observed to the minutest detail. In 
about one minute there was a suffused red- 


ness and an itching sensation like nettle 


rash. Then a confused feeling in the head, 
then pain in the throat, a choking sensation, 
cyanosis, feeble pulse, and death within five 
minutes. 

“We injected immediately into the arm 
digitalis and nitro-glycerine, and applied a 
Faradic current, but without avail. She 
was a robust young woman, active, and full 
of life. She was not alarmed or afraid of 
the operation. She was subject to periodical 
attacks of asthma, but there was no organic 
heart frouble, although there may have been 
functional weakness of the organ. I should 
say she was at least a fair average case for 
the use of the serum. I would refer her 
death to the anti-toxin, where there existed 
some peculiar idiosyncrasy of constitution 
mot discoverable by human skill.

Dr. Geeseke Reviews the Case. 


Dr. Geeseka was also seen and gave out 
the following statement: 

“T was called to see Miss Beckwith, to- 
gether with the regular family physician, on 
the morning of Dec. 2 and found the follow- 
ing conditions: Temperature, 102 1-5; pulse, 
95, regular but not strong; respirations, 30; 
otherwise not apparently different from nor- 
mal: tongue somewhat coated; glands of 
neck slightly enlarged; general appearance 
of languor or depression. Local examina- 
tion of the throat showed extensive conges- 
tion of the tonsils, fauces, and contiguous’ 
parts. The surface of the right tonsil pre- 
sented a circumscribed membrane about one- 
quarter by three-quarters inches in size. Pa- 
tient complained of malaise for last two days, 
which was attributed to the excitement and 
grief incident to the death of her aunt, Mrs. 
Bean, to whom she was greatly attached. 
She also complained of sore throat, difficulty 
in respiration, but that the latter had sub- 
sided. 

„Our diagnosis was diphtheria, and on con- 
gultation it was deemed advisable to use 
anti-toxin. Capt. Beckwith, the father of 
the patient, was informed of our conclusions 
and told that the injection of anti-toxin was 
not free from some danger, and his consent 
to its use obtained. The syringe was ster- 
ed by thoroughly boiling and the left side, 
where the injection was made, was carefully 
cleaned in the usual manner. The anti- 
toxin container was found with the seal un- 
broken and when drawn into the syringe was 
perfectly clear and normal to all appearance. 
The air was carefully expelled and the injec- 
tion made by pinching up a fold of the skin 
and slowly injecting the anti-toxin, absorb- 
ent cotton placed over the point of injection, 
and the same confined with adhesive plaster. 

‘‘ Immediately she complained of a strange 
feeling in her head and of itching of the en- 
tire surface of the body, as in nettle rash, and 
in her next breath of pain in her throat, then 
of her lungs and then of her old trouble, 
asthma. I examined her pulse immediately, 
but could distinguish no beating. The usual 
heart stimulants—strychnia, nitro glycerine, 
and digitalis—were administered hypoder- 

‘mically, friction, electricity, etc., but all to 
no purpose. She died of cardiac paralysis. 

Other physicians, not having seen the case, 
will not express an opinion.

Chicago, Nov. 30. [Editor of The Tribune.] 
Your recent editorials on football are so full 
of good horse sense and are so to the point 
that I most earnestly hope you will continue 
in the same velh. If a vote of the fathers 
and mothers of the land as to this so-called 
game could be taken the verdict would be 
against it almost unanimously. The con- 
test is attractive to the participants, as la 
any battle once the fight is on, and it is more 
or less fascinating to onlookers, as is bull- 
fighting, prigze-fighting, or any other bru- 
tality; but it seems that even the most en- 
thusiastic patrons of the “game” would 
turn against it if they would but stop to 
consider the injuries it is inflicting on 80 
many of our young men.

It ought to be apparent by this time that 
no law which has not a good deal of force 
behind it will secure to the colored voters of 
States like Georgia, Louisiana, and Ala- 
bama political rights to which they have 
been entitled since 1870, but which they 


have not enjoyed since 1876. The phrase 


“force bill” is not altogether inappro- 
priate.

legs, and arms, dislocating shoulders, el- 
bows, und knees, lacerating, head, face, 
and body, and inflicting other injuries that 
result often in permanent afflictions.

Then there are men in the Senate who 
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straightway abandon the policy of the 
cold-blooded and heartless Olney, who has 
such extraordinary influence over him. In 
the Venezuela case Mr. Oleveland demon- 
strated that he had some regard for the 
Monroe doctrine and the rights o Amer- 
icans, but in the Cuban case he has put the 
Monroe doctrine on one side, though Cuba 
is but sitty miles away from us, while the 
insutgents are Americans and American in- 
dustrial interests are suffering. He ap- 
parently does vot regard the Cubans as 
human beings or as deserving of any sym- 
pathy after fighting nearly two years for 
their freedom. He has been doing disgrace- 
ful work for Spain. He has been using all 
the powers of the government to stop pa- 
triots in this cotintry from sending arms, 
ammunition, and stores to their com- 
patriots in the island. If the President is 
so eager to have some fighting going on why 
does he not fight the trusts instead of help- 
ing Spain to fight Cubans? He might use 
his force of District-Attorneys to some pur- 
pose in a contest with the big monopolies, | 
But, no. He has no use for the powers of 
the government except to hold back all help 
from this country and encourage Spain to 
send more men and vessels to Cuba so that 
in the next two months the Cuban patriots 
may be exterminated if it be possible. The 
foulest blot on the history of this adminis. 
tration is the Cleveland-Olney Cuban policy. 
Will Congress make its voice heard?

Secured 4,000 non-league members’ names 
for the circulation of literature. 

Obtained 2,000 bicycle maps of the seven 
counties surrounding Chicago and sent out 
blue prints the remainder of the State to 
local consuls and members to locate the beat 
roads in their districts. 

Chicago wheelmen see the office close with 
a great deal of regret, as the work accom- 
plished during the last year has been far 
reaching in its effect.

MARKET HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


Timely Price Pointers on Edibles—Bat- 
ter Up, Game in Demand, and 
Cranberries Plentifual, 


The wholesale price of fancy creamery 
butter advanced to 28 cents a pound yester- 
day. Receipts are light and gilt-edged but- 
ter is scarce. Choice dairy grades are held 
at 19 cents. Roll butter suitable for cook- 
ing sells wholesale at 12 cents a pound, 

Choice new buckwheat flour sells at $1.50 
and $1.75 a hundred pound sack. 

Fancy Swiss cheese costs the grocer 10 
cents a pound, late made limburger 8 cents 
and 8% cents, and full cream brick cheese 8 
cents. 8 

A brisk demand has materialized for game, 
and quail and prairie chickens have ad- 
vanced slightly. The chickens now cost $3.50 
a half dozen, and quail $1 a half dozen, 

Dressed turkeys sell in South Water street 
at 10 cents a pound; spring chickens at 7 
cents a pound, fancy fat ducks at. 10 cents 
a pound, and choice geese at 9 cents. ‘ 

The supply of cranberries is pientiful. The 
ch ly Blacks from Cape Cod cost 
the grocer $5 a barrel, and late bright va- 
rieties $6, so that they can be sold at a good 
profit for 10 cents a quart. Ordinary berries 
retail at 8 cents a quart. 

Pineapples are lower in price than they 
were last week. The best cost retailers 
about 10 cents and 12 cents apiece. 

Florida and California tomatoes are amon 
the seasonable luxuries.

WOMEN RAISE A $100,000 ENDOWMENT 


One-Quarter of the Sum Will Be Used 
te Establish a Woman's Professor- 
ship at Lawrence University. 


Appleton, Wis., Dec. 3,—[{Special.]—The 
Woman's movement for the endowment of 
Lawrence University has resulted in suc- 
cess and the desired amount of $100,000 has 
been raised for the endowment of four 
chairs in the college. 

The woman’s movement started last Janu- 
ary, when the proposition was made by 
Mmes, S. Plants, J. S. Davis, and H. P. Hay- 
lett that the women of Wisconsin be solicited 
to subscribe. to a fund to be used for the 
endownment of a Chair of English Litera- 
ture to be filled by a woman professor. The 
project was at first known as the woman's 
professorship.” 

The 100,000 raised will probably be used 
to endow four chairs in the college. First, 
of, course, will be the woman's chair of En- 
glish Literature, which ig to be known as the 
Edwards-Alexander Chair of English Lit- 
erature, named by Mrs. John Edwards of 
Port Edwards, This chair, like each of the 
others,,is endowed for $25,000, and is an en- 
tirely hew addition to the professorships of 
the college.

Dividend of 7 Per Cent—Chicage and 
Other American Securities in Favor 
with London | Investors—General 
Electrie Has No Permit for Build- 
ing—City Railway. People Are Not 
e eee 


The London and Chicago. Contract 3 
omg, which has issued a capital of £318,- 
836, has declared a dividend of 7 per cent 
upon ite capital stock. A cablegram was 
received to this effect yesterday by Chicago 
directors, but it was not understood by the 
people who received it if this was a straight 
dividend of 7 per cent or whether a dividend 
had been declared at a e of 7 per cent 
a year. It is considered probable the cor- 
poration declared a dividend at an ahnual 
rate. During the year 1895 dividends of 6 
per cent were paid, and this would mean 
an increage.of 1 per cent. The London and 
Chicago Contract Corporation owns a con- 
siderable amount of thestock of the Chicago 
Brewing and Malting company and the Mil- 
waukee and Chicago Breweries. Owing to 
the beer war which was in force last year 
few of the brewers made a profit. The 
breweries in Chicago and Milwaukee suffered 
severely as a result of the beer war, witha 
result that there was little profit derived 
from the year’s business. The ending of the 
beer war and the advance in the price of 
beer to $5 a barrel gives the brewers a good 
profit as a result of this year’s operation. 
The Milwaukee and Chicago breweries and 
the Chicago Brewing and Malting company 
have each paid the regular dividend of 8 per 
cent on preferred stock. It is probable there 
will be a 4 per cent deferred dividend de- 
clared on the preferred stock of each com- 
pany, and this will give considerable income 


poration on its holdings of brewing stock. 
There is good evidence in support of the 
statement that London capital is looking 
for investment in first-class American secu- 
rities and that Chicago securities are in 
especial favor at the present time. There is 
now in Chicago a representative of London 
eapitahsts who is looking for bonds and 
other good securities. Negotiations are now 
under way through one of the banks, which, 
if closed, will mean the investment in Chi- 
cago of more than $1,500,000. The bank will 
not say what this security is, but the Presi- 
dent of the institution d yesterday the 
deal was practically cl : 
Ne Permit for, General Electric. 


The General Electric railway has no per- 
mit from the Department of Public Works 
to begin work under its franchise. Officers 
of the company say, however, they expect 
no difficulty on this score when the company 
is ready to begin work. It is not the inten- 
tion to lay any track until spring, and the 
only work the company has in view during 
the winter months is the building of the 
viaduct which is to carry the tracks over 
the surface roads in Dearborn street, be- 
tween Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets. 
Dearborn street is so cut up with tracks 
that it will be necessary to build a viaduct 
to prevent delays from trains blocking the 
street. The plans of the company for a 

viaduct are now completed. subject, how- 
ane: to some minor changes. It is the in- 
tention to not only elevate the tracks in 
Dearborn street, but also for a portion of 
the distance in Plymouth place and Custom- 
House place. The General Electric fran- 
chise covers Custom-House place and Ply- 
mouth place from Jackson street south to 
Fourteenth street, and it is the intention 
to build a single track in each of these thor- 
oughfares from Polk street south to Four- 
teenth street. The two will come together 
in Dearborn street and Fourteenth. The 
reason for this elevation of the tracks is to 
overcome the congestion in the narrow 
streets on either side of the Polk Street 
Station. 

Officials of the City railway express doubt 
as to the intentions of the General Electric. 
A director of the City railway said yeste- 
day: The General Electric, in my opinion, 
will never build its line under the present 
franchise. I am satisfied the money for the 
building will never be secured, but even if 
it should be it will not affeet our company. 
We have a cable line on State street and an 
eiectric line on Wentworth avenue and 
Clark street which parallel the proposed 
line of the General Electric for the entire 
distance, and which will carry passengers 
as far north as there is any demand instead 
of dumping them at Jackson street. The 
change in the Indiana avenue lines whicn 
will be accomplished during the present 
month will more than offset any loss the 
City railway might have should the General 
Electric be built. The General Electric ordi- 
nance is for sale and our company has re- 
peatedly refused to buy it. All of the pres- 
ent talk is merely a bluff to force us into pur- 
Chasing the franchise. The people who hold 
the franchise will find that the City railway 
company is not to be sandbagged.”’

JOINT CONFERENCE FAILS TO AGREE 


Reconsignments ef Grain and Transit 
Privileges Cause Much Trouble. 

No decisive action was reached by the 
joint meeting of the Boards of Administra- 
tion of the Western Freight and the South- 
western Traffic Associations and the traffic 
managers of the trans-Missouri lines on the 
proposition to adopt uniform rules and regu- 
lations to govern transit shipments of grain 
from Western points: There is a chance 
the matter will be regulated shortly so as to 
stop the abuse of the transit privilege at 
Southwestern points. The Board of Admjn- 
istration of the Southwestern Traffic Asso- 
ciation is working out a plan for regulation 
of reconsignments of grain at stopping-off 
or milling: points. 


Bond Sale Arranged. 

New York, Dec. 3.—The Louisville and 
Nashville railroad company has negotiated 
the sale of $3,258,000 Louisville, Cincinnati 
and Lexington railway general mortgage 
gold bonds, interest reduced to 4% per cent, 
now being part of its treasury assets. Of 
the proceeds of the sales $2,850,000 will be 

to redeem a like amount of the Louis 
e, Cincinnati and Lexington company, 
maturing Jan. 1, the balance being covered 
into the treasury. In return for the treas- 
ury holdings thus sold an equal amount of 
unified bonds, to be issued in place of the 
maturing Louisville, Cincinnati and Ler- 
ington first mortgage bonds, go into the 
Louisville and Nashville treasury. 
No Commissions to Middlemen. 

While the agreement effected by the West- 
ern Passenger Association and the Scuthern 
Pacific regarding the distribution of immi- 
grant business from New York to the Pacific 
‘coast will stop the payment of excessive 
commissions to New York immigrant agents, 
yet it will still require the payment of a rea- 
sonable commission to them. The trunk 
lines, however, have just decided to pay 
them no, more commissions on immigrant 
traffic after Jan. 1. 


Two Roads Deelare Dividends. 

New York, Dec. 3.—The directors of the 
Denver ard Rio Grande railroad have 
declared a dividend of 1 per cent 
on the preferred stock, payable 
Jan. 15. The directors of the Hock- 
ing Valley railroad company today declared 
the semi-annual dividend of 2% per cent on 
the preferred stock. 


Northwestern’s Dividend. 

New York, Dec. 3.—The directors of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad have de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend of 1% 
per cent on the preferred stock, and a semi- 
annual dividend of 2% per cent on the com- 
mon stock.

EXPERT RODMAN MAKES A CORRECTION 


Illinois Trust and Savings Bank Sub- 
mitted No Steel Plates for an 
Electrical Test.. 


No. 50 Dexter Building, Chicago, Dec. 2.— 
{Editor of The Tribune.}—Through a misun- 
derstanding between your reporter and my- 
self there appeared an erroneous statement 
in Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE of Nov. 25, 1806, 
referring to a test made with the electric 
current on safes and metal, which I desire 
to correct. The part referred to reads as 
follows: In addition to boring into the 
safe named, seven inches of metal submit- 
ted by the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank 
for experimental purposes had a hole bored 
through it in just fifteen minutes. This 
plece consisted of seven plates—six of 
chrome steel and the last of a softer metal. 

Another piece of metal of similar appear- 
ance, but of entirely different composition 
and construction, was mistaken for the 
above-mentioned section. 

I sincerely regret the error made since I 
have had no metal submitted to me by the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank and have 
not been called on to make tests for them.
